Claims 1-12 stand rejected under 35 USC §103 (a) as being unpatentable over the U.S. 
Patent to Welna (5,578,671) in view of the U.S. Patent to Annemaier et al. (6,010,763). 
Claims 13-15 stand rejected under 35 USC §103 (a) as being unpatentable over Welna and 
Annemaier et al. in view of the Michaeli publication. The claims contained in the application 
as filed are believed to be patentable over the cited references for the reasons outlined below. 

The Welna patent 5,578,671 relates to an intumescent putty . The term "putty" refers 
to "a cohesive, moldable material that does not substantially flow at ambient temperatures"
